The following is a copy of the rules and ordinances of the Naval and Victoria 
Military Decoration, designated “The Victoria Cross :”— eg 


4Vicrozu B. 

“Whereas, We, taking into Our Royal consideration that there exists no meand of 
adequately rewarding the individual gallant services either of Officers of the lower grades in 
“ Our Naval and Military Service, or of Warrant and Petty Officers, Seamen, and Marines, 
“in our Navy, and Non-commissioned Officers and Soldiers in Our Army; and whereas the 
“ Third Class of Our Most Honourable Order of the Bath is limited, except in very rare cases, 
“tothe higher ranks of both Services, and the granting of medals, both in Our Navy and 
“army, is only awarded for long service or meritorious conduct, rather than for bravery in 
“action or distinction before an enemy, such cases alone excepted where a general medal is 
* granted for a particular action or campaign, or a clasp added to the medal for some especial 
“engagement, in both of which cases all share equally in the boon, and those who by 
“their valour have particularly signalised themselves remain undistinguished from their 
“comrades. Now, for the purpose of attaining an end so desirable as that of rewarding 
“individual instances of merit and valour, We have instituted and created, and by these 
“ presents, for Us, Our Heirs, and Successors, institute and create a New Naval and Military 
“Decoration, which We are desirous should be highly prized and eagerly sought after by 
“the Officers and Men of Our Naval and Military Services, and are graciously pleased to make, 
“ordain, and establish the following rules and ordinances for the government of the same, 
“ which shall from henceforth be inviolably observed and kept:— 

“Firstly. It is ordained, that the distinction should be styled and designated ‘The 
“Victoria Cross,’ and shall consist of a Maltese Cross of Bronze, with Our Royal Crest in the 
centre, and underneath which an escroll, bearing this inscription, ‘For Valour’

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“Secondly. It is ordained, that the Cross shall be suspended from the left breast, by a 
“blue riband for the Navy, and by a red riband for the Army. 

“Thirdly. It is ordained, that the names of those upon whom We may be pleased to 
“confer the Deooration shall be published in the ‘ London Gazette,’ and a registry thereof kept: 
““in the office of Our Secretary of State for War. 

“Kourthly. Is is ordained, that any one who, after having received the Cross, shall 
“again perform an act of bravery, which, if he had not received such Cross, would have 
“entitled him to it, such further act shall be recorded by a Bar attached to the riband by 
“‘ which the Cross is suspended, and for every additional act of bravery an additional Bar may 
“be added. 

“Fifthly. It is ordained, that the Cross shall only be awarded to those Officers or mem 
“‘ who have served Us in the presence of the enemy, and shall have then performed some 
“* signal act of valour, or devotion to their country. 

“Sixthly. It is ordained, with a view to place all persons on a perfectly equal footing in 
“‘yelation to eligibility for the Decoration, that neither ranlg, nor long service, nor wounds, nor 
“any other circumstance or condition whatsoever, save the merit of conspicuous bravery, shall 
6 held to establish a sufficient claim to the honour. 

“ Seventhly. It is ordained, that the Decoration may be conferred an the spot where the 
“act to he rewarded by the grant of such Decoration has been performed, under the following 
“‘ circumstances :— 

“J. When the Fleet or Army, in which such act has been performed, is under the eye 
“and command of an Admiral or General. Officer commanding the Forces. 

“IZ. Where the Naval or Military Force is unfler the eye and command of an Admiral 
“ ar Commodore commanding 4 squadron or detached naval foree, or of a General commanding 
“a corps, or division, or brigade on a distinct and detached service, when such Admiral, | 
“Commodore, or General Officer shall have the power of conferring the Decoration on the 
spot, subject to confirmation by Us. 

“Eighthly. It is ordained, where such act shall not have been performed. in sight of a. 
“Commanding Officer as aforesaid, then. the: claimant for the honour shall prove the act to 
the satisfuction of the Captain or Officer commanding his ship, or to the Officer commanding 
% the regiment to which the claimant belongs, and such Captain or such Commanding Officer 
“shall report the same through the usual channel to the Admiral or Commodore commanding 
the force employed on the service, or to the Officer commanding the forces in the field, who 
shall call for such description and attestation of the act as.he may think. requisite, and.on 
© approval shall recommend the grant of the Decoration. 

“Ninthly. It is ordained that every person selected for the Cross, under rule seven, shall 
“be publicly decorated before the Naval or Military force or body to which he belongs, and 
“with whieh the act of bravery for which he is to be rewarded shall have been performed, and 
“his name shall be recorded in a General Order, together with the cause of his especial 
distinction. 

“Tenthly. It is ordained that every person selected under rule eight shall receive his 
™ Decoration as soon as possible, and his name shall likewise appear in a General Order, as 
© above required, such General Order to be issued’by the Naval or Military Commander of the 
“ Forces employed on the service. 

“Eleventhly. It is ordained that the Genoral'Orders above referred to shall.from time to 
“time be transmitted to our Secretary of State-for War, to be laid befere Us, and shall be by 
him registered. 

“Twelfthly. It is ordeined that as cases may arise not falling within the rules above 
“ specified, or in which a claim, though well founded, may not have. been established on the 
“spot, We will, on the joint submission of Out Secretary of State for War and of Our 
“ Commanderin-chief of Gur Army, er om that of Our Lord High Admiral or Lords 
“ Commissioners of the Admiralty in the case of the Navy, confer the Decoration, but never 
“ without conclusive proof of the performance of the act of bravery for which the claim is 
“made. 

“Thirteenthly. It is ordained that, in the event of a gallant andi daring act having been 
“performed by @ squadron, ship's company, a detached body of Seamen and Marines, not 
“Under fifty in number, or by a brigade, regiment, troop, or company, in.which the Admiral, 
“ General, or other Officer commanding such forces, may deem that all are equally brave and 
“ distinguished, and that no special selection can be made by them; then, in such case, the 
“ Admiral, General, or other Gfficer commanding, may direct, that for any such body of 
“ Seamen or Marines, or for every troop or company of Soldiers, one Officer shall be selected by 
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“the Officers engaged for the Decoration; and in like manner one Petty Officer or Non- Victoria 
“ commissioned Officer shall be selected by the Petty Officers and Non-commissioned Officers Cross. 
“engaged; and two Seamen, or Private Soldiers, or Marines shall be selected by the'Seamen,

# On these points the. Commanding Officer is to be guided by the Merchant Shipping Act, 

1854, section 215, in which it is enacted as follows :—“ Whenever any Seaman, without having 
“* previously committed an act amounting to and treated by the Master as desertion, leaves his 
“ Ship in order to enter the Naval Service of Her Majesty and is received into such Service, the 
‘* Master shall deliver to him his Clothes and Effects on board such Ship, and shall pay the pro-

‘ authorized to receive such Seaman into Her Majesty's Service, either in money or by Bill

“and such Bill shall be exempt from Stamp Duty; and if such wages are paid in money, such

“and if such wages are paid by Bill, such Bill shall be noted in the said Muster Book and shalt 
“ be sent to the said Accountant-General, who shall present the same or cause the same to bo 
“+ presented for payment, and shall credit the produce thereof to the account of the said Sea- 
“man; and such money or produce (as the case may be) shall not be paid to the said Seaman 
“ until the time at which he would have been entitled to receive the same if he had remained 
“in the service of the Ship which he had so quitted as aforesaid, and if any such Bill is not duly 
“‘ paid when presented, the said Accountant-General, or the Seaman on whose behalf the same 
“is given, may sue thereon or may recover the wages due by all or any of the means by which 
“ wages due to Merchant Seamen are recoverable; and if upon any Seaman leaving his Ship in 
“the manner and for the purpose aforesaid, the Master fails to deliver his Clothes and Effects, 
“or to pay his wages as hereinbefore required, he shall, in addition to his liability to pay and 
“deliver the same, incur a penalty not exceeding Twenty Pounds; provided that no Officer 
“‘ who receives any such Bill as aforesaid, shall be subject to any liability in respect thereof, 
“ except for the safe custody thereof, until sent to the said Accountant-General as aforesaid.”

to or from the East Indies or Australia, in which case the number of 
women to be allowed to be embarked is to be 12 to every 100 men.

6, the Salvor must, instead of retaining possession until the claim is 
settled, take the ship to some foreign port where there is a Consul, or 
to some British port where there is a Vice-Admiralty Judge ; and, in 
so doing, the Salvor is, so far as his primary duty to the Queen’s service 
permits, to be guided by the convenience of the Ship saved. Within 
twenty-four hours after arriving at such port, the Salvor, and the 
person in charge of the property alleged to be saved, are each to deliver 
to the Consular Officer or Vice-Admiralty Judge there, a statement, 
verified on oath, so far as they respectively can, and so far as the par- 
ticulars required apply to the case :—

INSTRUCTIONS FOR OFFICERS IN GENERAL. 


1. 

Every Officer shall make himeelf acquainted with, and shall daly 
observe and obey, and, so far as in him lies, enforce the due execution 
of “ The Naval Discipline Act, 1861,” the Queen's Regulations amd the 
Admiralty Instructions for the Government of Her Majesty’s Naval 
Service, together with all other Regulations, Instructions, and Orders, 
which may from time to time be given or issued by the Admiralty, or 
by any superior Officer ; and shall, in all respects, conform hie conduc 
to the customs and usages of Her Majesty's Service at Sea. 


2. 

Every Officer, from the time of his joining the Ship to which he shall 
be appointed, to that of his being discharged from her, shall be constant 
in his attendance on board; and no Officer shall go out of the Ship 
(except by reason of some pressing necessity, on the public service) with- 
out the permission of the commanding Officer on board. 


3. 

If an Officer commanding one or more of Her Majesty’s Ships shall 
meet with a senior Otficer, he is to wait om him, if the state of the 
weather will admit of it, and to show him the orders under which he is 
acting, except such as he is directed to keep secret, and to report the 
state and cundition of the Ship or Ships under his command : such 
senior Officer however is not, without the most urgent reasons, to require 
him to show any secret orders, nor to divert him from the service on 
which he is employed, nor to take him under his command, nor to inter- 
fere in any way with the orders he has received ;, but if, in consequence 
of any pressing exigency of the public service, he should find it necessary 
to interfere, he is, as soon as possible, to allow such junior Officer to 
proceed in execution of the orders under which he was acting when 
they met, if it shall still appear proper that such orders should be 
carried into effect. 


4, 

When it shall be found absolutely necessary to divert a Ship or 
Squadron from the service on which it is ordered, the Officer causing 
such diversion is to use the best means in his power to prevent ap 
inconvenience resulting from the delay of the service on which su 
Ship or Squadron was employed ; and he is to take the earliest oppor- 
tunity to inform the Secretary of the Admiralty of what he shall have 
done, with his reasons for the same: and if the Ship or Squadron so 
diverted belong to another Officer's command, he is to make the neces- 
sary communication also to that Officer without delay. 


5. 
If Foreign Ships of War belonging to a nation in amity with Her 
Majesty shall come into any port in Her Majesty's Dominiuns, at home 
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or abroad, the senior Officer present is either to go himself, or to send any of Her 
an Officer, to the Officer commanding them, to offer him any assistance Malesty’s 
hhe uoay stand in need of ; and such senior Officer and all other Outicers home or 
are to show to the Officers of the Foreign Ships, during their stay in. abroad. 
port, such attention and respect as their rank and situatiun may entitle 
them to; and are te afford such assistance to the Ships as they may 
require, and as circumstauces will admit, and as a Power in amity with 
dex Majesty may reasonably expect.

When a Captain of one of Her Majesty’s Ships (not being a Captain Ceremonies 
in. charge of a Division of a Station or Squadron, or in command of more Conse. is 
than one Rated Ship) shall signify, in writing, to a British Consul, his 
arsival at a port.at which a Consul resides, the Consul (or Vice Consub 
in. a port where there is a Consul-General) shall take the earliest oppor- 
tunity of waiting, in person, on such Captain, aud affording him any 
assistance he may require. 2 

Captains, not in charge of a Division of a Station or Squadron, or in 
command of more than one Rated Ship, are, on their arrival at a port 
where an Agent and Consu]-General, or a Cunsul-General, resides, to 
wait upon such Agent and Consul-General, or such Consul-General ; and 
Commanders are to wait upon Her Majesty’s Consuls; but Captains, 
Commanders, Lieutenants or Masters commanding Her Majesty’s Ships 
are to be waited upon by Vice Consuls and Consular Agents, according 
to the foregoing re; ‘Tons, 

It is understood, of course, that Agents and Consuls-General, Con- 
guls-General, and Consuls, &., shall, in all cases, wait upon Flag Officers, 
and Commodores wearing Broad Pendants ; aud Cunsuls-Generals (not 

_ being Agents and Consuls General) and Consuls, &c., on all Captains in 
charge of a Division, or Station, or Squadron, or in command of more 
than one Rated Ship, on their arrival at the port of their residence, 
without waiting for any previous communication ; and that such Flag 
Officers, Commodores, Captains, Commanders and Lieutenants, or Mas- 
ters Commanding, shall furnish a boat to convey the Agents and Consuls- 
General, Consuls-General, Consuls, Vice Consuls, or Cunsular Agents, as 
the case may be, on board, and reland them, ou the said Officers notify- 
ing their wish to have a boat so sent for them. 


Every Officer serving in Her Majesty’s Fleet, is hereby ordered Ontos ie 
neither to send nor accept a challenge to fight a Duel with any other send nor 
person of the Fleet. accept & 

Bvery Otficer of the Fleet, on becoming privy to any intention of fights Buel 
other Officers to fight a Duel, or having reason to believe that such is with any 
likely to occur, owing to cireumstances that have come uuder his obser- other ee 
vation or knowledge, is hereby ordered to take every measure within his "| °°" 
power to prevent such Duel, having recourse, if necessary, to the 
Captain or commanding Officer. 

Every Officer of the Fleet is hereby ordered, in no manner or degree, 
to evince dissatisfaction with, or to upbraid another Oiticer for refusing 
or not sending a challenge; and Officers are enjoined neither to 
reject, nor advise the rejection of, a reasonable proposition for the 
honourable adjustment of differences that may have oceurred.

A Captain, Commander, Lieutenant, or other Officer commanding, is

He is not, except in cases of absolute necessity, to: make; or permit 
to be made, any alteration whatsoever in the establishment of the Ship’s 
masts, yards,.sails, or rigging, nor in-her machinery; hull, decks, cabins, 
storerooms, or other external or internal fittings or arrangements; but ./ 
he is to apply to his Commander-in-chief, if he be under the orders of * 
one,.and. if not, to the Secretary of the Admiralty, for permission to 
make any alteration or addition which, from peculiar circumstances, he 
may deem necessary, observing that the cost of replacing fittimgs: which 
may have been removed or altered (or of repairing. any damage arising 
therefrom) as well as the cost of any additions: made, without proper 
authority or evident necessity, will be charged against his pay: 

On the Home Stations no alterations are to be made without the 
sanction of the Admiralty; and whenever they are found necessary in 
Ships abroad, a. report of the circumstances under which they were 
made is to be sent by, or through, the Commander-in-chief on the 
Station, with proper plans and drawings, for the information of the

To guard against the injury which the lower masts:of Her Majesty's 
Ships have frequently sustained.in consequence of the injudicious man- 
ner in: which they have been stayed, and the lower rigging set up, the , 
following regulations are’ to be attended to when fitting or refitting -— 

1, To regulate the setting up of rigging, and to determine if a lower 
mast is straight, a middle line should be cut on each of its sides and 
upon the after part, These lines should be painted a different colour 
from the rest of the mast, and.extend from the tressel-trec to the heel. 

At the upper part of each line a small eyebolt shouldbe placed, and on 
the line near the deck another such eyebolt. A'rope line fastened to 
the upper one, and rove through the lower, and pulled tight, will; if the 
mast be straight, coincide with the middle line cut upon it; or, if not | 
straight, the fact will be evident by the out’ line-and:the rope-not being 
parallel. The amount by which parallelism is departed ‘from, will repre- 
sent any curve the mast has taken. 

11, As the lines are to be cut from the heel of the mast to the tressel- 
tree, by knocking up a side wedge, any curvature that may exist below ' 
the wedges may be seen. Consequently, should the rigging be set up 
with the wedges in, or with them. altogether: withdrawn, the side lines 
will afford the means of. detecting any bending. in the mast, from the 
crushing tendency of the combined strains.upon the stays and shrouds, 
and of deciding when these ropes should be relaxed. 

111, The middle lines used in conjunction with straight-edged battens

iv. Firstly, as to the correct athwartship position. If a batten of 
about 7 or 8 feet long be placed upright on the middle line of the deck, | 
considerably abaft the mast, and. its. edgé can) be made to coincide by 
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eye with the middle line on the aft part of the mast, the mast will be 
upright by the shrouds; or, if the edge and the middle line do not 
agree, the divergence will show to which side, and by how much, the 
mast inclines. 

v. Secondly, as to the rake. Ifa batten standing on the deck, with 
a rake equal to that which the mast is to have to the deck,‘be used with 
the side middle line, and its edge and the middle line coincide, the rake 
of the mast must be correct ; or, if they do not coincide, the direction 
and extent of their disagreement will show what the mast is out of place 
in a.fore and aft direction. 

vi. The rake: of the mast has reference to the keel; but as the deck 
and the keel are not parallel, the angle between. their planes must be 
considered, when determining the angle the batten shall have to: the 
deck, in order that it may have the assigned angle to the kecl. This 
correction may be readily made, and the batten be set at the found 
angle in a firm base or foot parallel to the deck. 

The lower masts are to be placed with such rake as may be 
shown in the drawings of the Ship’s original construction, or as may

A Master when appointed to one of Her Majesty's Ships, is not only to 
be careful to execute, punctually and zealously, all orders he may 
receive from his Captain, or other his superior Officer, but he is, as far 
as in his power, to see that all on board, who may be subordinate to 
him, perform with diligence and propriety the several duties assigned 
them. He is to provide himself with a sextant, and a telescope, and 
with such nautical books and instruments as are necessary for the par- 
poses of navigation, and as may not be supplied by the public service. 
2. 

He is to have charge of all the compasses ; and he is to be earefal 
to act regarding them as directed in Article 23, at page 169, of these 
Instructions. He is to see that the compasses, the spare cards, and the 
hour and other glasses, be properly taken care of. He is’to try them, 
and compare them with each other frequently ; and he is to see the 
log-lines and lead-lines correctly marked, and at hand whenever they 
may be wanted. 

He is also, under the control of the Captain, to have charge of the 
charts, barometers, chronometers, and al instruments that may be 
supplied for navigating the ship. When he is superseded, or the ship 
paid off, he is to forward, through the Captain, to the Secretary of the 
Admiralty,—for the Storekeeper-General and the Hydrographer, respeo- 
tively,—an account, in the Forms given in the Appendix, of the receipt 
and disposal of the above-mentioned stores.

As the Captain will be furnished by the Superintendent of the Dock-

The particular spot at the place visited to which the latitude and 
longitude refers, is to be carefully noted ; also the number and nature 
of the observations, and the means by which they were made, whether 
the artificial or sea horizon was used ; and with reference to the longi- 
tude, if obtained with chronometers by means of meridian distances 
from another place, he is to state the number employed, their general 
character, the age of the rates used, or the interval since they were 
last rated, with the longitude he has assumed of the place measured 
from ; he is not to lose any opportunity of obtaining lunar distances, 
both with the view of determining the longitude the Ship may be in 
at sea, as well as serving as a salutary comparison with his chronome- 
ters either at sea or in harbour. 

He is to observe the variation of the compass by amplitudes or variations of 
azimuths, at least once every day, whether at sea or in port, excepting the Compass. 
only when refitting in harbour. The bearings of the Sun are to be 
taken by the standard compass, whenever possible; if not by the azi- 
muth compass, which is to be always placed, when practicable, in the 
same precise situation amidships, marking the point where each of the 
tripod legs stands ; and he is to take care that the direction of the 
Ship’s head at the time of observation shall be recorded, as well as the 
difference between the standard or azimuth and the steering compasses, 
by which precaution alone can the real course of the Ship be regulated. 

These variations are to be daily inserted in columns at the end of his 
remark-book, along with the Ship’s place and the direction of her 
head at the time of observation. 

The local attraction is to be determined before the Ship leaves Swinging 
England, by swinging the ship on at least eight points, as well as after getSrmine 
any material change of latitude, and is then to be tabulated by him for Local attrac- 
every point of the compass, so that the corrections(on each course may a 
be readily applied in working the Ship’s reckoning. 


Remark Book 
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In all places which are not well known, he is to ascertain the direc- - 


tion and velocity of the currents; the set and stre! of the tides, 
with the limits of their rise and fall ; and the time of high water of the 
tide which immediately follows the periods of new and full moon. He 
is to describe, as particularly as be can, the appearances of foreign 
coasts, pointing out the remarkable objects by which they may be dis- 
tinguished, so as to render a stranger certain of recognising his land-fall. 

He is to apply to the Captain, whenever the service will admit of it, 
for boats to sound and survey any shoals or harbours which have not 
been correctly laid down in the charts, and the results are to be projected 
on a large and intelligible scale. 

In his remark-book he is carefully to note all inaccuracies in any of 
the charts supplied to the ship, but especially in those published by the 
Admiralty, so that the requisite alterations may be presently made ; but 
for this purpose his remarks should be so distinctly expressed as to 
admit of no ambiguity ; and they should be accompanied by a written 
explanation of the amendments he proposes to make, either in the con- 
figuration of the coast, or in latitudes and longitudes, or in the soundings, 
or in the position of dangers, with the mode he has employed of deter- 
mining that position, with their bearing and distance from some fixed 
point. Ifthe position of these dangers be materially altered, or if he 
should discover any new dangers, or if the inaccuracies he may have 
detected in the charts be of importance, he is to report them immedi- 
ately to the Captain, in order to their being transmitted to the Admi- 
ralty, by the very first opportunity, so that no time should be lost in 
applying the necessary: corrections. He is juently to present this 
remark-book to the Captain for examination, and on the Ist of January 
in every year he is to deliver it to him accompanied by all the charts, 
plans, and views of the coasts and headlands which he has made duri 
the past year, as well as by his proposed corrections for the engra 
charts, and by all the sailing directions he may have drawn up; all 
which the Captain will transmit by the first safe opportunity to his 
Commander-in.chief, to be forwarded to the Admiralty ;* or, if he be 
not under the orders of one, it is to be sent direct to the Secretary of 
the Admiralty ;* and when the Ship is paid off, or before he leaves her 
at any time, he is to deliver to the Captain similar documents for the 
broken period, in order to their being forwarded in like manner.

duty ; and should he consider it advisable, he is to recommend for each 
man, previously to his leaving the Ship in the morning, and on his retun 
to the Ship in the evening, 4 grs. of quinine dissolved in water (se 
Formula in Appendix), which he is to keep ready.

When from bad weather, or any other cause, the lower deck ports of Airing and 
Ships of the line cannot be opened, and the space between decks becomes Ventilation.

When invalids are sent to a Hospital, to await a conveyance, or when 
they are sent direct on board a Ship for a passage to England, a concise 
statement of each case, detailing the medical treatment to the period of 
their being discharged, is to be delivered to the Surgeon of the Hospital, 
or of the Ship in which they are embarked, that it may be given to the 
Officer of the Hospital or the Surgeon of the Flag or other Ship into 
which such invalids shall be finally discharged.

‘Tux Registrar-General of Births, Deaths, and Marriages in England hereby directs the attention oft 
Captains or Commanding Officers of British Vessels to the following Provisions of the Act of the 6th ad 
7th of William IV, cap. 86, entitled “An Act for Registering Births, Deaths, and Marriages in England” 
namely :— 

Tn the 2ist Section it is enacted, “That if any Child of an English Parent shall be born at Sea, ca 
board of a British Vessel, the Captain or Commanding Officer of the Vessel on board of which the said 
Child shall have been born, shall forthwith make a Minute of the several Particulars hereinbefore 
required to be inserted in the Register, touching the Birth of such child, so far as the same msy be 
known, and the Name of the Vessel wherein the Birth took place, and shall, on the arrival of the Vessel 
in any port of the United Kingdom, or by any other sooner opportunity, send a Certaficate of the said 
Minute, through the Post Office, to the Registrar-General.” 

In the 26th Section of the same Act it is enacted, “That if any of His Majesty's English Subjects 
shall die at Sea, on board of a British Vessel, the Captain or Commanding Officer of the Vessel on board 
of which such Death shall have happened, shall forthwith make a Minute of the several Particulars here-

REGULATIONS RESPECTING THE RETIREMENT OF NAVAL 
OFFICERS FROM ACTIVE SERVICE, 


I—MILITARY BRANCH. 


1. 
FLAG OFFICERS. 

Tew Retired Service Pensions of £150 areas each, may be awarded to such Flag Officers on the 
Active List as are either above 70 years of age, or are physically incapable of further service. 
Officers accepting these Pensions are to be removed to a separate Reserved List, and the vacancies 
thereby occasioned filled EP. from time to time, in the same manner as vacancies occurring by death. 
‘These Pensions are not to be held in addition to the Good Service Peusion, 


2. 

Flag Officers, appointed as Governor, Lieutenant-Governor, or Commissioners of Greenwich 
‘Hospital, are to be removed from the Active, and to be placed on a separate Reserved List; their 
‘vacancies are to be filled up in the same manner as vacancies occasioned by death. 

‘These Officers are to rise in rank in the same manner as is the case with regard to other Flag 
Officers on Reserved Half-Pay, but are only entitled to the Half-Pay of the rank which they held at 
the time of their appointment. The Lieutenant-Governor, however, is to be an exception to this rule, 
not rising above the rank of Rear-Admiral, so long as lie ‘retains the Licutenant-Governorship; but, 
on ceasing to be Lieutenant-Governor of the Hospital, he is to take his place on the Reserved List uf 
Flag Officers according to his original seniority.

The sentence of a Court-Martial, placing an Officer at the bottom of the list 
of his rank, involves the loss of previous time of service in that rank; so also, 
when the sentence of a Court-Martial takes away any seniority from an Officer, 
it thereby affects his Full and Half-Pay, in cases where the same depend upon 
seniority; and it carries with it the loss of the benefit of the service included in 
the seniority forfeited, in cases where the Full and Half-Pay depend upon actual 
Service.

PRIZES BROUGHT BEFORE THE VICE-ADMIRALTY COURTS ABROAD. 


Her Majesty having been pleased, by Her Order in Council of the 22nd day of October, 
establish the following Regulations for the several Courts of Vice-Admiralty abroad, touc 
practice to be observed in the said Courts in proceedings instituted on behalf of Her Majesty's 
Ships. and as to the costs incurred in such proceedings, and for securing the transfer to the account 
of Ler Majesty's Paymaster-Gencral, on account of Naval Prize, of the proceeds of any prizes which 
may be condemned in the said Vice-Admiralty Courts to any of Her Majesty's Ships, the same are 
hereby made known for the information of the Officers of Her Majesty's Ships whom they may 
concern. 

1, Whenever any Ship, Vessel, Goods, or Merchandize has or have been detained or captured 
by any of Her Majesty's Ships ur Vessels of War, and it has been determined to send the same before 
some Vice-Admiralty Court for Adjudication, the Commanding Ollicer of the capturing Ship shall 
deliver to the Officer who muy be sent in charge of the Prize an authority to institute the necessary 
proceedings, and such authority shall be in the terms or to the effect contained in the Exhibit 
hereto annexed marked No. 1. * 

2. The Officer to whom such authority is given shall, upon his arival in Port, or the Command- 
ing Officer shall himself, if in Port, deliver the said authority to the Queen's Proctor in the Colony, 
or in his absence, or on his refusal or default to institute proceedings, to any other Proctor in the 
said Colony: and such Proctor may thereupon institute the necessary proceedings against the said 
Prize, with a view to her condemnation. 

3, At the termination of the proceedings, the Proctor, who shall have conducted the suit on 
behalf of the Queen's Ship, shall submit his costs, as also any charges which may have been paid by 
him, and which are properly chargeable against the said Prize, including the expenses, if any, 
attending the maintainance and conveyance of the Prize Officer and Crew, for taxation; and the 
Registrar of the Court, after having carefully examined them, shall report to the Court the amount 
at which such costs, charges, and expenses ought to be allowed. 

4. Should the Prize be condemned, then, if the proceeds arising from the sale thereof are 
sufficient, the Court may order payment of the sum at which the said costs, charges, and expenses 
have been taxed to be made out of the said proceeds, and the balance, of such proceeds shall be

7. The Registrar of the said Court shall, as soon as possible after the said Costs are taxed, and 
before the Proctor has drawn upon the Accountant-General of the Navy for the amount which may 
be due to him, transmit the account of the said costs, charges, and expenses in original, signed by 
himself and the Judge of the said Court, to the Registrar of the High Court of Admiralty of 
England, accompanied with a certificate stating the amount at which it has been taxed, whether 
the whole or what part thereof has been paid, and whether any and what part remains due, and for 
which the Proctor may draw upon the Accountant-General of the Navy, and if the proceedings have 
not been conducted by the Queen's Proctor, whether that officer has declined or refused to conduct 
them, and on what grounde. 

8. The Accountant-General of the Navy shall, upon uny such bill as aforesaid being presented 
to him for payment, forward to the Registrar of the High Court of Admiralty a statement showing 
the amount for which the bill is drawn, the name and description of the person by whom it is 
drawn, and the Prize in respect of which the same is payable, and the Registrar shall thereupon 
inform the Accountant-General whcther the amount for which the Bill is drawn agrees with the 
account received by him from the Registrar of the Vice-Admiralty Court, and whether there is any 
reason why the said bill should not be accepted and paid. 

9. Upon receiving the reply of the Registrar of the High Court of Admiralty, the Accountant- 
General of the Navy may accept the said bill, in whole, or in part, to the extent of the amount 
which may appear to be properly due, and shall, if a condemnation has taken place, debit such 
amount against the Prize in respect of which the said costs, charges, and expenses have been 
incurred; and the bounties or other moneys which have been, or may thereafter be paid to the 
Naval Prize Account in respect of the said Prize, shall be applied, go far as they will extend, towards 
the reimbursement of the said amount. 

10. But if there should be no such bounties or other moneys, or if the bounties or other moneys 
should be insufticient for the purpose. the amount which remains unsatisfied shall be placed to the 
debit of the Commanding Officer of the Ship of War who authorized the seizure, and shall be charged. 
against any prize money or pay which may be or become due to him, unless the Commissioners for 
executing the office of Lord High Admiral for the time being shall think proper to relieve him 
from the payment thereof. 

11. The Registrar of each Vice-Admiralty Court shall transmit at the end of each quarter to 
the Rewistrar of the High Court of Admiralty a return of all the Prizes in respect of which any 
proceedings have been taken during the said quarter, in the Form hereto annexed marked No. 2, 
showing the name of the Prize, the names of the capturing Ship and of its Commanding Officer, the 
date of the adjudication, the amounts of procceds, if any, the amounts of the cost as taxed and 
allowed, the amount, if any, for which the Proctor has been been authorized to draw upon the 
Accountant-General of the Navy. the payments that have been made out of the proceeds, specifying 
the amount thereof, to whom paid, and when, and such return shall be signed by the Judge and 
Registrar of the said Vice-Admiralty Court.
